New York. Sept. 2".—lii his address 


at the opening of the stato convention 
Of the Iiu!e])endence party. William 
R. Hearst renewed his attacks upon 
members of the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic parties, and piotluced another 
batch of letters which he- said were 
•written by or to John D. Archbold of 
the Standard Oil Company. 
One of 


the letters he read was addressed to 
former United States Senator John L. 
McLaurin of South Carolina, and there 
was also a letter from Mr. McLaurin 
to Mr. Archbold. in which the writer 
declared hf could "beat Tillman if 
properly supported." 


Mr. Hearst read also a letter from 


Representative 
Joseph C. Sibley to 


Mr. Arehbold and a letter from Mr. 
Archbold to a "Republican senator" 
whose name did not appear. 


The speaker denounced 
Governor 


Hughes as a tool of the co: porations. 
and said his fight against race track 
gambling was praisworthy and would 
entitle him to election as town mar- 
shal, but would not entitle him to 
re-election as governor. 


Renewing his as-sault upon Governor 


C. N. Haskell of Oklahoma, treasurer 
of the Democratic national committee. 
Mr. Hearst declared that not only was 
he a "Standard Oil tool and promoter 
Of crooked railways, but was one of . 
the organizers of the Steel :rnst." He 
quoted from what he saij was a court 
record of a suit brought by John P. 
Bailey. Mr. Haskell's law partner in 
Ohio, against the Illinois Steel com- 
pany for services 
rendered by Mr. 


Haskell as attorney "am. organizer." 


Mr. Hearst also quoted from what 


he declared 
was a recent 
s],eech 


of Mr. HasUoJl's defending Hie Stand- 
ard Oil company as "having done won- 
ders in the country." 


"We know," said Mr. Hearst, "that 


it has done wonders in the United 
States senate."

taken a prominent part in the Inde- 
pendence league movement since its 
organization, was nominated by the 
convention for governor.

mously ratified by the convention.

ON TIFF 


Admits That Some Schedules Are 


High and Others Low, But Insists 
That When Changes Are Made Pro- 
tection Idea Must Prevail—Senator 
LaFollette Pays Tribute to Repub- 
lican Nominee in Address at Farm- 
ers' Gathering—Has Big Day.

States Senator La Follette gave his 
own unqualified indorsement to Judge 
Taft, after having declared the Repub- 
lican presidential candidate to be a

The indorsement was delivered at 
Madison before an audience consist- 
ing of farmers from all sections of 
the state attending the national farm- 
ers' convention. 
Senator 
LaFollette 


was welcomed by the audience, which 
tilled the gymnasium of the State uni- 
versity, and what he said about Judge 
Taft was accorded hearty applause, as 
was the reply of the candidate, who, 
in turn, before delivering a speech 
showing his appreciation of the im- 
portance of agriculture, paid his com- 
pliments to the senator. 


The tariff speech of the candidate 


at Milwaukee was delivered under pe- 
culiarly opportune campaign condi- 
tions. 
Mr. Taft reviewed the prom- 


ises of his party for tariff revision, 
and then declared that in doing this 
•work the party would adhere to its 
promises. 
There were 
some tariff 


schedules that were too high, he said: 
these would be lowered. Some were 
too low; these would be raised. But 
the revision, contrary to the Demo- 
cratic doctrine of tariff for revenue 
only, would be along protection lines 
only.
